in  all  walks  of  life.  Materials  that 
are  greatly  needed  are  difficult  to 
get.  The  number  of  our  internes  is 
cut  down  by  government  regulations. 
Many  of  our  nurses  have  gone  into 
government  service.  But  the  number 
of  patients  is  increasing. 

Our  effort  to  secure  essential 
equipment  is  retarded,  obstructed, 
and  almost  halted  by  government 
clerks.  We  must  confess  that  we  re¬ 
gard  a  Christian  hospital  as  an  es¬ 
sential.  and  from  our  standpoint  a 
beer  parlor  is  non-essential.  Appar¬ 
ently  this  is  not  the  attitude  of  some 
of  the  government  clerks. 

The  rush  of  war  wives  into  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  New  Orleans  has  brought 
additional  burdens  to  the  hospitals  of 
that  city.  Thousands  of  these  women 
are  expectant  mothers  and  nothing 
could  be  more  comforting  to  the  hus¬ 
bands  than  the  assurance  that  the 
mother  and  child  would  be  well  taken 
care  of  in  a  hospital.  Because  of  the 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  ma¬ 
ternity  patients  coming  to  our  hos¬ 
pital.  many  of  whom  were  wives  of 
army  and  navy  men,  it  was  found 
necessary  to  add  to  our  refrigeration 
equipment  for  the  preservation  of  in¬ 
fant  food  formulas.  Some  time  ago 
we  found  a  twelve  foot  refrigerator 
in  a  stock  room  in  New  Orleans.  On 
April  23.  1943.  our  hospital  made  a 
request  for  a  priority  upon  which  to 
purchase  it.  In  the  application  it 
was  stated  definitely  that  the  refrig¬ 
erator  was  in  New  Orleans  ready  for 
delivery.  After  more  than  two 
months,  we  were  advised  by  an  offi¬ 
cial  of  the  War  Production  Board  that 
the  manufacture  of  domestic  refrig¬ 
erators  had  been  discontinued.  We 
again  advised  the  department  that 
the  refrigerator  that  we  desired  was 
already  built  and  was  in  New  Orleans 
ready  to  be  delivered  upon  approval 
of  our  application.  In  September, 
1943.  we  again  were  advised  that  the 
manufacture  of  domestic  refrigera¬ 
tors  had  been  stopped.  We  applied 
again  with  no  result.  We  telegraphed 
and  received  telegraphic  advice  as 
before.  After  efforts  through  Louis¬ 
iana  senators,  we  found  ourselves  still 
unable  to  get  priority, 
i  We  then  found  the  situation  so 
l  acute  as  to  make  it  necessary  to 
l  notify  the  commandant  of  the  Eighth 

■  Naval  District  that  we  could  no  longer 

■  care  for  the  wives  of  navy  men  be- 
t  cause  of  the  lack  of  proper  refrigera- 
f  tor  equipment.

For  years  we  thought  “repentance”  was  an  initial  act  and  attitude  accom¬ 
panying  "faith’’  at  the  lime  of  regeneration,  John  3.  Our  eyes  opened  a  bit 
wider  when  we  saw  in  Revelation,  chapters  2-3,  that  one  New  Testament 
church  after  another  was  charged  to  "RFPF.NT."  Another  amazing  thing  is 
the  fact  that  these  churches  of  Revelation  2-3  are  not  told  to  repent  of  things 
which  one  hears  so  much  about  today.  Certainly,  these  trivialities  are  wrong 
and  need  to  be  left  behind,  but  with  all  our  heart  we  believe  some  of  the  things 
paralyzing  us  as  a  people  hurt  much  more. 

Mississippi  Baptists  need  to  repent  of  passionless  spirits  concerning  the 
lost.  We  are  no  longer  a  people  of  soul-winners.  In  the  last  twenty-five 
years,  how  many  persons  do  you  remember  crying  out  in  conventions  over  the 
lost  about  us?  Get  down  your  Baptist  Records  and  for  twenty-five  years,  alas, 
you  will  find  few  pages  carrying  a  wooing  winning  note  for  lost  souls.  God 
Almighty  can  still  give  revivals.  Jesus  still  saves  the  HARDEST  sinner.  Most 
Mississippi  Baptists  do  not  dance,  do  not  drink  liquor  (we  have  no  defense  for 
these  i,  but  most  Mississippi  Baptists  do  fall  Jesus  at  this  vital  point  of  com¬ 
passion  for  the  lost.  It  is  easier  to  thunder  against  the  sins  that  do  not  bother 
us.  Strong  drink  never  tempted  us.  Vet.  we  know  Its  ravaging  effect  upon 
others.  We  know  what  the  Bible  says  against  It.  One  of  our  best  messages 
Is  upon  It.  One  of  our  best  tracts  Is  against  It. 

When  we  talk  about  it  we  refer  to  no  temptation  for  self.  Not  so  when  we 
talk  about  the  passionless  life.  What  one  of  us  does  not  fail  here!  We  write 
about  It!  Why  not  DO  something  about  it?  We  talk  about  it!  Why  not  DO 
something  about  itl 

Mississippi  Baptists  need  to  repent  of  the  un-Christian  attitude  that  has 
been  seen  too  often  in  some  churches  and  conventions.  We  refer  to  the 
un-Chrtstlike  spirit  of  insinuations,  "personal"  feelings,  etc.  Jesus  experi¬ 
enced  the  brunt  of  that  spirit— "Many  bulls  have  compassed  me,”— "for  dogs 
have  compassed  me.”— Psa.  22:12,  16.  It  is  the  animal  spirit!  Years  ago  we 
witnessed  a  few  wrestling  matches.  The  wrestlers  were  tame  towards  each 
other  compared  with  some  things  that  we  have  seen  in  churches  and  con¬ 
ventions — and — and — in  His  Blessed  Name! 

Mississippi  Baptists  need  to  repent  of  their  worshipless  lives.  Over  half 
of  them  never  go  to  church — except  when  they  are  buried!  Many  of  us  who 
do  go,  do  not  go  for  worship.  This  is  not  a  side  Issue!  It  Is  at  the  HEART  of 
the  religion  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Almost  any  church  could  and  would 
make  over  its  pastor  if  ALL  the  members  attended  worship  services  regularly. 

Mississippi  Baptists  need  to  repent  of  robbing  Ood.  Mai.  3  We  take 
Ood's  money  and  spend  it  upon  self.  We  need  to  repent!  Study  Revelation 
2-3.  Other  things  might  be  added.  You  will  do  that.  ,

Faith  releases  a  divine  force 
which  is  universally  applicable  and 
equally  operative,  in  realms  spiritual 
as  well  as  realms  material,  for  the 
accomplishment  of  the  will  of  God 
through  the  will  of  jpan.  “All  things 
are  possible  to  him  that  belleveth." 
Faith  harnesses  Ood's  power  for  man 
service. 

As  a  channel,  faith  conveys  to  man 
the  redeeming,  purifying,  and  em¬ 
powering  grace  of  God.  “We  have 
access  by  faith  into  this  grace 
wherein  we  stand,  and  rejoice  in  the 
hope  of  the  glory  of  God.”  says  the 
Apostle  Paul.  In  his  letter  to  the 
Ephesians  he  says:  “By  grace  are  ye 
saved,  through  faith."

Returning  from 
his  second  missionary  Journey,  Paul 
reported  to  the  elders  of  the  church 
at  Ephesus  that  he  had  preached 
"repentance  toward  God  and  faith  in 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,”  as  the  con¬ 
dition  of  salvation.  Faith  seals  and 
makes  valid  repentance  and  gives  to 
the  repenting  sinner  God’s  remission 
of  his  sins. 


At  any  cost  to  man,  God  must  be  ( 
pleased.  It  is  He  whom  man  has  of¬ 
fended.  “Against  Thee,  and  Thee 
only,  have  I  sinned."  said  David.  ■  It  , 
Is  God's  mercy  which  man  must  have,- 
lf  he  is  to  enjoy  again  God's  favor. 
Without  faith  In  the  existence  and 
the  beneficent  reality  and  goodness 
of  God  in  His  dealings  with  man.  it  is 
not  possible  to  please  Him.  “For  he 
that  cometh  to  God  must  believe  that 
He  is  and  that  He  Is  a  rewarder  of 
them  that  diligently  seek  Him."  Not 
to  have  such  faith,  in  the  light  of  all 
the  evidence  supporting  it.  Is  to  call 
God  a  liar  and  to  deny  the  integrity 
of  our  own  being.  Man  lost  his  first 
paradise  and  his  Initial  good  stand¬ 
ing  with  his  Creator-God  through 
his  lack  of  faith  in  Him.  which  re¬ 
sulted  in  his  disobedience.

There's  a  law  on  the  statute  books 
of  Mississippi  which  permits  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Public  Welfare.  Child 
Welfare  Division,  a  department  sup¬ 
plemented  by  federal  funds  and  fed¬ 
eral  standards,  to  interfere  with  or 
dominate,  and  virtually  control  pri¬ 
vate  orphanages  conducted  by  re¬ 
ligious  and  fraternal  organizations. 

It  Is  nothing  but  regimentation  of 
the  rankest  sort. 

Neither  the  state  nor  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  puts  one  red  cent  into  the 
cost  of  operating  these  institutions. 

Yet,  the  Child  Welfare  Division, 
controlled  and  dominated  by  Wash- 

•  ington,  attempts  to  tell  these  insti¬ 
tutions  how  they  shall  operate.  They 
go  Into  the  minutest  details,  such  as 
where  to  hang  dish  rags,  where  to  put 
the  brooms  and  a  lot  of  other  silly  so- 
called  “minimum  standards"  set  up 
by  some  long-haired  crack-pot  in 
Washington.  They  even  attempt  to 
dictate  conditions  of  organization, 
governing  board,  staff,  finance,  plant 
and  equipment,  number  of  children  to 
be  handled  and  care  of  the  children. 

All  of  which  Is  an  unwarranted  in¬ 
vasion  of  private  rights,  especially  of 
institutions  and  organizations  render¬ 
ing  a  purely  humanitarian  service. 
Of  course,  the  public  wards  should  be 
protected  against  racketeers  in  the 
field  of  child  welfare,  but  this  can 
be  done  by  statute  without  unwar¬ 
ranted  Invasion  of  and  dictatorial 
control  of  reputable  and  regularly 
established  institutions. 

If  the  state  and  federal  government 
were  supplying  money  to  support  and 
operate  these  institutions,  that  would 
be  a  different  matter.  But  they  put 
not  one  cent  Into  them,  and  if  the  in¬ 
stitutions  are  wise  they  will  forever 
exclude  public  handouts,  either  state 
or  federal.  For  if  the  state  or  the 
government  appropriated  funds  for 
their  support  and  maintenance,  they 
should  and  will  have  control  of  their 
operation.  As  a  rule  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  rules  and  dominates  every¬ 
thing  it  puts  its  money  into.  The 
e  legislature  ought  to  repeal  the  law 
f  giving  the  welfare  department  con¬ 
trol  of  private  Institutions  In  which 
t  neither  the  state  nor  government 
t,  puts  a  nickel.

ARTICLE  VIII — Amendments 
The  Constitution  shall  be  amended 
a  two- thirds  vote  at  any  annual 
meeting.  provided  the  proposed 
amendment  has  been  published  in 
two  Issues  of  The  Baptist  Record  at 
least  one  month  before  the  B.  W  M. 
U.  State  Convention  and  has  *i«r» 
been  submitted  In  writing  to  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Board  at  its  last  semi-annual 
meeting.  Such  proposed  amendments 
must  be  presented  on  Ihe  first  day 
of  the  annual  meeting,  action  on 
same  being  deferred  until  a  subse¬ 
quent  meeting.

Report  of  South  wide  Community 
Missions  Chairman 
The  Simplicity  of  It _ 

There  are  three  things  about  the 
community  missions  task  which  still 
seem  confusion  to  many  of  us  as  we 
try  to  plan  definite  activities  in  our 
W.  M  U.  organizations.  First  is  the 
simplicity  of  it.  The  purpose  to  win 
souls  and  gain  other  spiritual  results 
through  enlistment  of  all  the  women 
and  young  people  in  the  effort  is  too 
simple  and  direct  to  believe.  It  doesn't 
say  a  thing  about  giving  money  in¬ 
stead  of  self;  it  doesn’t  say  anything 
about  sending  supplies  Instead  of  wo¬ 
men  and  young  people.  Dr.  Bernard 
I  Bell  has  said  that  simplicity  Is 
lacking  in  our  churches  today  because 
the  blazing  centrality  of  Ood  as  He 
Is  In  Christ  has  become  vague  In 
churchly  minds,  that  what  seems 
lacking  is  a  living  Christ  in  the  hearts 
of  the  faithful.  That  is  an  awful 
accusation  but  the  simplicity  of  the 
Christian  belief  has  ever  been  a 
stumbling-block  to  those  who  look  for 
complicated  tasks  to  perform.  "What 
can  we  do?"  they  ask.  Comes  the 
reply.  "Win  souls,  strengthen  Chris- 
Uan  character  in  your  community." 
Just  as  simple  as  that. 

Then  how  heartening  It  is  when  a 
community  missions  chairman  from 
a  rural  church,  seeing  the  simple 
purpose  of  It  all.  gives  a  testimony 
like  this:  "Due  to  gas  shortage  and 
the  indifference  of  many  of  our  wo¬ 
men  we  couldn’t  get  together  to  make 
a  survey  of  our  community  and  work 
a  concerted  plan  of  action,  so  each 
was  asked  to  take  the  area  about  her 
home  in  a  radius  of  two  miles,  find 
the  needs  there  and  be  responsible  for

*  tion  Is  sometimes  the  second  diffi¬ 
culty  in  our  doing  community  mis¬ 
sion  work  In  our  communities  We 
must  insist,  as  Jesus  did,  upon  a  so¬ 
ciety  in  which  man  U  recognized  as 
"more  than  a  producer  and  con- 

I  sumer  of  goods,  more  than  a  breeder 
of  wave-slaves  and  cannon-fodder." 

In  an  Alabama  city  the  community 
missions  chairman  asked  the  chief  of 
police  to  speak  to  the  missionary 
society  and  tell  some  of  the  needs  for 
Christian  social  action  In  their  city; 
they  asked  a  Negro  school  teacher  to 
tell  what  they  could  do  to  help  build 
higher  Christian  standards  through 
the  Negro  schools;  they  asked  a 
chaplain  to  give  them  practical  sug¬ 
gestions  for  meeting  the  needs  of  the 
men  in  service  at  a  nearby  camp; 
they  asked  Mr  Oartenhaus  to  come 
and  lead  them  in  definite  evangelistic 
work  among  the  Jews. 

The  chief  of  police  reminded  them 
of  the  problem  of  delinquency  among 
thirteen  and  fourteen  year  old  girls  In 
their  town  which*  he  said  indicated 
delinquent  homes.  He  urged  there¬ 
fore  reestablishment  of  family  altars, 
rebuilding  Christian  homes  and  pro¬ 
viding  wholesome  recreation  centers 
over  week  ends  for  the  young  people. 
The  Negro  school  teacher  asked  the 
help  of  the  white  friends  In  securing 
a  truant  officer  for  the  Negro  school 
and  in  getting  a  well  equipped,  prop¬ 
erly  supervised  playground  for  them 
al-«o.  The  other  Invited  speakers 
•Lso  brought  helpful  suggestions 
The  sincerity  of  those  women  was 
put  to  the  test.  They  must  go  to  the 
city  council,  the  board  of  education 
and  any  other  group  concerned  and 
ask  for  the  truant  officers  for  the 
Negroes,  secure  the  playground.  They 
were  honestly  trying  to  meet  these 
needs  and  express  their  Interest  In 
others  In  definite  action. 

Before  the  U.  S  O’s  were  started 
hi  a  certain  town  in  Mississippi  the 
First  Baptist  Church  opened  a  rec¬ 
reation  room  for  the  men  in  the  near¬ 
by  camp  Magazines  were  subscribed  1 
to  and  newspapers  from  all  over  the 
country  When  a  boy  registered  they 
wrote  his  home-town  paper  and  a 
aubscrlptlon  was  sent.  Talented  men 
in  the  church  made  paper  and  maga¬ 
zine  racks  such  as  are  used  In  11-  ' 

brarles.  also  game  tables;  others  con-  ’ 
tributed  necessary  furniture.  The 
women  and  young  women  served  as 
hostesses,  providing  simple  refresh¬ 
ments  and  being  ready  to  play  the 
piano.  The  boys  came  by  the  dozens 
and  dozens.  The  First  Baptist  Church 


f  was  a  favorite  place.  Later  the  U. 
>  8.  O.  fcas  opened  but  still  the  boys 

■  came  to  the  church  center  which  was 
1  on  the  alert  to  express  Its  sincerity  of 
.  purpose  in  the  very  beginning  and 
still  does  It. 

Sympathy  of  It — 

*  "And  sympathy  Is  demanded,  not 
pity  but  fellow-suffering  which  is 
what  the  word  'sympathy'  by  deriva¬ 
tion  means."  As  we  c^o  community 
missions  work  we  are  called  on  to 
suffer  and  lead  our  membes<^i*:adly 
to  suffer  along  side  those  who  live 
in  a  world  starved,  ragged,  homeless, 
disillusioned.  There  are  those  who 
think  that  the  Ills  of  a  family,  yes 
of  the  world,  can  be  cured  by  new 
gadgets,  mechanical  devices,  food  and 
clothing,  political  power.  But  much 
more  is  required.  Sympathy,  shared 
suffering,  understanding  are  needed 
A  selfless  love  that  leads  one  to  lose 
her  life  for  Christ’s  sake  must  become 
the  hidden  leaven  that  gradually 
permeates  the  whole  lump  of  hu¬ 
manity. 

Simplicity,  sincerity  and  sympathy 
are  essential  if  we  in  community  mis¬ 
sions  efforts  manifest  Christian  fel¬ 
lowship  to  the  already  religious  peo¬ 
ple  about  us.  How  much  more  are 
they  needed  as  we  work  among  the 
non -Christian  group. 

A  supervisor  6f  day  nurseries  In 
one  of  our  southern  cities  called  for 
volunteer  help  in  caring  for  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  mothers  working  in  defense 
plants  and  other  places  to  help  win 
the  war.  Small  children  had  to  be 
undressed  and  dressed  for  naps  and 
outdoor  games,  had  to  be  fed.  helped 
In  games,  led  in  story  hours  and  wor¬ 
ship  periods,  taken  on  excursions  to 
interesting  places  near  by.  cared  for 
when  sick.  Those  who  had  a  sym¬ 
pathetic  understanding,  who  shared 
In  the  suffering  of  the  mother  and 
child,  answered  the  call,  helped  In 
everyday  tasks  of  washing  dirty  little 
faces  and  of  teaching  kindness  and 
thoughtfulness,  the  essence  of  good 
manners. 

Those  directing  the  rural  and  city 
missions  program  under  the  Home 
Mission  Board  are  desirous  of  the 
cooperation  of  the  community  mis¬ 
sions  committee.  They  are  suggest¬ 
ing  to  their  respective  missionaries 
In  the  rural  or  city  communities  that 
the  community  missions  chairman  be 
a  member  of  their  committees.  Wc 
want  to  cooperate  In  every  possible 

,n  lhese  evangelistic  efforts 
which  require  the  enlisting  of  all  In 
expressing  simply  and  with  sincerity 
an  sympathy  the  living,  redeeming 
message  of  Christ.

A  letter  written  by  Dr.  Ray 
l\  Northrip,  September  28, 
1943,  from  Ogbomosho,  Ni¬ 
geria,  West  Africa,  retched 
our  office,  February  7,  1944, 
two  months  after  he  and  Mrs. 
Northrip  reached  the  l/nited 
States  on  their  greatly  needed 
furlough,  long  overdue.  In 
that  letter  he  wrote:  “The  hos¬ 
pital  work  is  growing  each 
year.  We  have  already  seen 
as  many  patients  at  the  hos¬ 
pital  as  we  saw  all  of  last 
year  and  this  month  1  did 
forty  operations.  We  are 
treating  about  800  leper  pa¬ 
tients  now.  Most  of  these  peo¬ 
ple  are  eager  to  learn  about 
Christianity.  It  is  a  great  feel¬ 
ing  to  see  them  respond  to 
Christian  teachings.  The  hos¬ 
pital  wards  are  filled  nearly 
always,  with  a  waiting  list  for 
operations.”  Yet  with  the 
blessed  ministry  of  medical 
missions  in  Nigeria  and  its  at- 
tendant  opportunities  for 
evangelism,  our  mission  in 
Africa  may  be  forced  to  close 
the  hospital  for  the  lack  of  a 
Christian  physician  to  super¬ 
vise  the  work  in  that  field  of 
glorious  service. 


Dr.  George  W.  Sadler  was 
scheduled  to  leave  the  second 
week  in  February,  by  plane 
for  Nigeria,  West  Africa.  He 
hopes  to  return  to  America  in 
time  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
in  May.  More  changes  are 
taking  place  in  Africa  than  in 
any  of  our  mission  fields, 
with  ever  enlarging  opportun¬ 
ities  for  missionary  work. 

I  nits  of  Allied  armies  have 
gone  into  every  part  of  what 
has  been  known  as  the  Dark 
Continent.  New  contacts  are 
being  made  with  representa¬ 
tives  of  other  nations  and 
doors  are  being  opened  to 
give  the  people  of  Africa 
new  views  of  the  world. 


During  the  years  of  1942 
and  1943,  Southern  Baptists 
gave  for  Work  Relief,  $926,- 
045.55.  Since  1937  we  have 
given  more  than  one  million 
dollars  for  World  Relief.  The 
Foreign  Mission  Board  is 
sending  $35,000  every  month 
to  China.  It  has  a  consider¬ 
able  sum  reserved  for  Europe, 
as  soon  as  we  can  get  into  that 
continent  at  the  close  of  the 
war.  W  hen  that  day  comes,  a 
starving  world  will  !*•  at  our 
doors  with  outstretched 
hands.  On  American  Chris¬ 
tians,  more  than  anyone  else, 
will  rest  the  responsibility  of 
feeding  and  clothing  the  fa¬ 
mishing  multitudes  of  the 
earth. 


world  mission  program.  This 
gilt  so  stimulated  their  own 
sacrificial  giving  that  last 
year  they  gave  150,000 
pounds  sterling  as  an  extra 
anniversary  offering  to 
strengthen  their  missionary 
program.  In  other  words, 
3, >0,000  British  Baptists  gave 
approximately  $1,000,000  in 
one  year  for  world  missions. 
If  5,000,000  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  were  to  give  at  the  same 
ratio,  we  would  raise  in  one 
year  $lo,000,000  for  f  oreign 
Missions.  These  350,000  En¬ 
glish  Baptists  have  424  mis¬ 
sionaries  in  active  service  in 
their  foreign  mission  fields. 


One  of  the  noteworthy  of¬ 
ferings  in  recent  months  for 
missions  is  reflected  in  the 
report  of  the  W.  M.  U.  of 
the  first  Baptist  Church,  Co¬ 
lumbus,  Georgia  .where  Dr. 
Frederick  S.  Porter,  President 
°f  the  Georgia  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  is  pastor.  The  women 
of  that  church  gave  $3,535.48 
to  the  Lottie  Moon  Offering; 
$l,o66.15  to  the  Annie  Arm¬ 
strong  Offering;  $1,130.50 
for  State  Missions;  $1,549  80 
to  the  Hundred  Thousand 
Club;  and  $646. .10  to  the  Bes¬ 
sie  Tift  Endowment. 


The  Foreign  Mission  Board 
anil  the  Home  Mission  Board 
are  co-operating  to  put  on  an 
intensive  mission  -study  pro¬ 
gram  throughout  the  territo¬ 
ry  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  using  quite  a 
number  of  our  missionaries 
who  are  at  home.  Missionary 
W.  B.  Johnson,  who  came 
home  in  December  on  the 
Gripsholm  from  China,  to¬ 
gether  with  Rev.  L.  W.  Mar¬ 
tin  of  the  Home  Board,  will 
arrange  the  schedules  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Baptist 
leaders  in  each  state.  These 
World  Mission  Fellowship 
Meetings  should  be  a  great 
blessing  to  Southern  Baptists.

CARRAWAY  COMPLETES  SECOND 
YEAR  AT  BOYLE 


Clyde  C.  Carraway  came  to  Boyle 
in  the  Bolivar  County  Baptist  Asso¬ 
ciation  on  March  5th.  1942.  and  will 
shortly  complete  the  second  year  of 
his  ministry  at  the  Boyle  Baptist 
Church.  God  has  Indeed  blessed  this 
church  and  its  people  under  Bro.  Car¬ 
raway  s  leadership.  At  the  beginning 
of  his  ministry  the  church  had  a 
membership  of  336.  Now  It  has  a 
membership  of  689.  When  he  started 
in  this  work  the  church  had  a  budget 
of  about  $1,500.  It  now  has  a  budget 
of  $4,000.  Many  dozens  of  the  mem¬ 
ber^  are  now  faithful  tithers.  The 
spirit  of  the  church  is  excellent.  Two 
years  ago  the  church  owed  $1,100  on 
its  parsonage.  Last  fall  the  note  and 
deed  of  trust  on  the  parsonage  was 
paid  off  and  burned  up  in  a  public 
service  at  the  church.  In  1943  the 
sum  of  $4  600  was  paid  Into  the 
church  treasury.  In  1942  the  church 
(tiled  its  long  felt  need  for  adequate 
Sunday  school  facilities,  by  erecting 
a  building  known  as  "Carraway  Hall'’ 
on  the  church  lot,  with  12  Sunday 
school  rooms.  This  building  has  a 
value  of  over  $5,000.  It  was  built 
largely  by  the  labor  of  the  pastor  and 
the  men  in  the  church  and  by  dona¬ 
tions  of  materials,  so  that  the  cash 
cost  was  much  less  than  the  value  of 
the  building.  The  church  also  bought 
and  paid  for  five  extra  lots  adjacent 
to  the  church.  The  church  owes  "no 
man  anything,"  and  is  now  enlarg¬ 
ing  and  improving  the  pastor  s  home. 
Bro.  Carraway  also  holds  the  pastor¬ 
ates  at  Interstate  Baptist  Church  in 
the  Bolivar  Association,  and  Round- 
away  Baptist  Church  in  the  Sun¬ 
flower  Association  and  devotes  Sat¬ 
urday  nights  and  Sunday  afternoons 
to  preaching  at  these  churches.  Last 
Christmas  the  church  sent  a  Testa¬ 
ment.  Including  the  Psalms,  to  about 
140  men  in  the  armed  forces  from 
the  Boyle  community.  God  has  in  the 
Boyle  church  fulfilled  every  promise 
He  ever  made  to  those  who  will  love 
and  trust  Him. 

Before  coming  to  Boyle.  Bro.  Car¬ 
raway  was  pastor  of  Areola  Baptist 
Church  and  missionary  for  the  Deer 
Creek  Baptist  Association,  for  about 
4'2  years.  This  association  consists 
of  Washington,  Sharkey,  Humphreys 
and  Issaquena  counties.  The  last 
year  he  held  this  missionary  post  he 
baptized  318  persons.  Some  years  he 
had  more  converts  than  all  of  the 
churches  in  the  four  counties  com¬ 
bined.  He  was  instrumental  In  the 
establishment  of  five  new  Baptist 


Dr  F.  K  Horton,  for  seven  years 
pastor  at  the  First  church.  Colombia, 
has  accepted  the  pastorate  at  Clarks- 
dale. 

Before  going  to  Columbia,  Dr. 
Horton  served  as  pastor  at  Liberty 
and  Magnolia. 

Rev.  Horton  speaks  in  highest  terms 
of  the  people  at  Columbia  saying. 
“They  have  followed  me  In  a  great 
way  and  I  leave  them  with  nothing 
but  love  In  my  heart." 

The  Clarksdale  church  has  been 
pastorless  since  the  recent  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Dr.  J.  A  Stewart,  who  went  to 
Louisville,  Ky.,  as  pastor  of  Broadway 
church.

Wouldnt  you  love  to  go  with  a  select 
committee  and  ask  Him  what  the  Is¬ 
sue  of  the  present  turmoil  shall  be? 
I  think  we  may  be  very  sure  that  He 
would  not  receive  such  a  delegatioi 
angrily  or  even  Impatiently.  See  how 
He  received  this  one. 

II.  The  Commander  Counsels  Cau¬ 
tion.  Vs.  5-10. 

“Take  heed  that  no  man  lead  you 
astray."  Ah.  how  men  have  needed 
that  counsel  and  how  they  need  it 
now.  I  do  not  recall  that  there  has 
been  a  time  of  worldwide  peace  since 
I  can  remember.  We  are  told  that, 
when  our  Lord  was  born,  there  was 
worldwide  peace.  In  Rome  stood  the 
temple  of  Janus  whose  doors  were 
left  open  In  time  of  war  and  were 
closed  In  time  of  peace.  For  six  hun¬ 
dred  years  the  doors  of  the  temple  of 
Janus  had  stood  open.  They  were 
closed  at  the  end  of  that  period  and 
our  Lord  was  born.  I  do  not  know 
when  a  period  of  peace  over  the  world 
would  have  led  the  pagan  followers 
of  Janus  to  close  the  doors  of  this 
temple  If  such  followers  had  con¬ 
tinued  to  the  present  day.  And  al¬ 
ways  as  the  fires  of  war  smoldered 
here  of  there,  there  have  been  men 
to  say  that  this  war  or  that  was  the 
last  one  and  that  the  Lord  was  now 
about  to  come  suddenly  to  His  tem¬ 
ple.  Earthquakes,  cyclones,  ravaging 
floods,  waiting  fire,  the  pestilence 
that  stalketh  at  noon-day,  the  wan¬ 
dering  comets,  all  have  been  re¬ 
garded  as  heralda  of  His  approach. 
Many  false  messiahs  have  arisen  and 
men  have  said,  "Lo!  Here;  Lo! 
There’"  But  ever  the  calm  counsel 
of  our  great  Commander  comes  to 
us  In  His  sober  words.  'Take  heed 
that  no  man  lead  you  astray.”' 

III.  The  Commander’s  Implied  Com¬ 
mission.  V.  10. 

"The  gospel  must  first  be  preached 
unto  all  nations.”  Now.  my  friends, 
there  is  your  task  and  mine.  I  would 
call  your  attention  to  the  clinging 
compulsion  of  our  Lord’s  ’must-'  in 
tills  commission.  It  Is  ot>  the  page  of 
His  everlasting  word  ineradicable:  It 
is  on  the  tablet  of  the  Christian  con¬ 
science  incapable  of  erasure:  It  ex¬ 
presses  an  obligation  unavoidably 
binding  as  long  as  breath  shall  warm 
the  body  of  His  last  follower.  The 
gospel  must  be  preached,  to  Hitler 
and  his  henchmen,  to  Hirohito  and 
his  hordes  of  hate-filled  enemies  of 
of  King.  This  word  of  our  Lord 
must  stand  against  the  word  of  the 
gallant  Captain  Eddie  Rickenbacker 
and  every  other  man  who,  adopting 
the  method  of  the  world,  shall  say. 
’’We  must  utterly  wipe  them  out.” 
Nay.  but  our  King  says,  "The  gospel 
must  be  preached”  to  them.  The 
spirit  of  its  proclamation  cannot  be 
altered.  Its  method  may  take  many 
forms  but  it  must  be  preached. 

IV.  The  Commander  Orders  Alert¬ 
ness.  Vs.  31-37. 

The  words  with  which  this  passage 
begins  sets  such  value  upon  the  de¬ 
crees  of  the  King  as  to  make  the  re¬ 
gard  for  them  a  matter  for  eternal 
vigilance.  When  is  our  King  coming 
back?  If  we  knew  that  we  might 
slumber  and  sleep  until  the  time  of 
His  return  drew  near.  This  He  will

leoeo  Text:  Mark  13 

Introduction:  This,  with  its  parallel 
passages  In  Matthew  and  Luke,  pre¬ 
sents  very  grave  difficulties  of  Inter¬ 
pretation.  Around  the  effort  righUy 
to  Interpret  these  passages  have 
grown  up  earnest,  not  to  say  angry, 
rnn  trove  rales  concerning  what  the 
Lord  has  to  say  on  the  subject  of 
His  coming  and  of  the  last  things. 
Personally  I  used  to  have  my  own 
opinions  as  to  the  true  Interpretation; 
but  the  longer  I  live  the  less  respect 
I  have  for  my  own  fixed  opinions  I 
might  say  the  same  thing  for  my 
respect  for  yours.  If.  however,  you 
get  any  consolation  from  the  enter¬ 
tainment  of  your  scheme  for  the 
Lord's  second  coming  you  are  wel¬ 
come  to  It. 

But  a  few  great  and  easily  under¬ 
standable  truths  are  expressed  In 
thesr  passages.  Our  Lord  has  sought 
to  make  clear  to  His  disciples  the  fact 
that  He  Is  on  the  point  of  taking  His 
departure  from  them.  Their  reaction 
to  His  confidences  on  this  subject  Is 
one  of  anxious  Inquiry  and  In  this 
passage.  He  undertakes  to  allay  their 
anxieties  by  assigning  activities 
which  shall  engage  their  whole  at¬ 
tention  and  adduce  their  firmest 
faith. 

L  The  Commander  Considers  Ques¬ 
tions.

I  bedeve  that  the  hour  of  nine  on  " 

Thursday  night.  Feb  3.  was  an  hour  of 
great  rejoicing.  I  know  there  was  re¬ 
joicing  to  the  Father's  house  because 
a  faithful,  travel- worn  pilgrim  bad  come 
home  Then  I  think  the  devil  rejoiced 
because  Judge  Kent  bad  given  the  devil 
a  lot  of  trouble.  I  think  the  devil  would  » 
sometimes  say  that  a  man  could  not  1 
have  a  good  time  without  being  dirty  1 
—and  then  God  would  say.  “Have  you  1 
considered  my  servant,  Jeff  Kent?” 
The  first  time  I  met  Judge  Kent  was  on 
a  hunting  trip.  I  think  he  had  the  best 
I  time  of  any  one  there.  Yet  he  never 
drank,  he  never  told  a  dirty  Joke,  be 
never  cursed.  No  one  cursed,  or  drank 
or  told  smutty  Jokes  In  his  presence. 
They  had  too  much  respect  for  the  man. 

Then  I  think  the  devil  would  some¬ 
times  say  that  all  men  writh  means 
use  their  means  selfishly  and  then  God 
would  say.  “Have  you  considered  my 
servant.  Jeff  Kent?”  And  may  I  say 
again  that  I  doubt  If  any  Individual  in 
Mississippi  has  given  more  wisely  and 
more  generously  to  support  God's  work 
than  Judge  Kent;  there  is  no  way  of 
us  knowing  all  he  did.  There  is  no  rec¬ 
ord  down  here  of  much  that  he  did  and 
as  yet  none  of  us  has  access  to  the  _ 
records  on  high.  His  greatest  invest¬ 
ment  was  In  young  men  and  women  that 
God  bad  called  into  his  harvest.  I  feel 
safe  in  saying  that  no  man  has  Invested  < 
as  much  in  young,  struggling  preachers 
as  be  did.  On  more  than  one  occasion 
the  doors  of  Clarke  College  would  have 
been  closed  had  it  not  been  for  his  finan¬ 
cial  and  moral  support. 

Then  I  think  the  devil  would  some¬ 
times  say  that  a  man  cannot  be  a  good 
la  eyer  and  a  good  Christian,  and  then 
the  Lord  would  say.  “Have  you  con¬ 
sidered  my  servant.  Jeff  Kent?”  In 
his  office  a  notebook  was  found  in  which 
he  had  evaluated  all  life’s  hopes  and 
possessions.

He  was  certainly  a  pillar  in  the  Lord  s  ^ 
work.  He  was  a  man  of  deep  convtc- 
non.  He  would  vote  his  conviction  m 
any  matter  pertsming  to  the  Lord  s 
work  even  though  his  was  the  only  voice  J* 
that  was  raised.  He  never  did  this  to  n 
be  odd  or  peculiar,  but  because  tt  was  2 
a  deep  conviction  of  his.  On  more  than  j 
one  occasion  I  have  seen  him  in  the  a 
majority.  He  never  gloated  over  it.  and 
on  the  other  hand.  I  hare  seen  him  in 
the  minority  and  he  was  never  sore  r 
about  it.  He  was  a  man  that  could  lose  d 
a  single  engagement  and  yet  win  the 
battle,  y  1 

He  das  one  of  the  most  faithful  church  j 
members  I  have  ever  known.  He  ws*  ^ 
interested  to  every  phase  of  the  church  ^ 
life.  There  was  no  Training  Union  when 
he  was  a  young  man  and  first  became 
interested  to  the  Lord’s  work.  But  when 
he  saw  the  good  that  others  derived  from 
the  Training  Union,  he  became  an  active 
member.  He  was  always  present  at 
Sunday  school  snd  took  an  active  part 
to  U.  On  very  few  occasions  do  I  recall 
that  he  was  ever  absent  from  his  place 
to  the  regular  church  services. 

He  was  certainly  the  preacher's  friend. 
Any  preacher  that  has  missed  the  priv¬ 
ilege  of  staying  to  the  Kent  home  has 
missed  one  of  the  greatest  treats  that  a 
preacher  ever  enjoys.  The  room  in 
which  he  passed  sway  was  dedicated  to 
the  ministers  of  this  state. 

He  was  a  man  ol  earnest  and  fervent 
prayer.  I  never  saw  him  sit  down  to  a 
meal  or  partake  of  a  sandwich  or  drink 
1  on  a  bunting  trip  but  that  first  prayer 
was  offered  to  the  Lord. 

■  ’  He  was  a  man  of  deep  understanding 
1  and  sympathy.  He  was  gTeatly  con- 
1  cerned  about  the  lost  and  desired  that 
I  •  they  know  the  Lord  as  he  knew  Him. 

1  He  was  also  concerned  about  those  who 
1  had  loot  the  Joy  of  their  salvation  The 
i  lost  and  backslidden  of  this  town  have 
-  tost  tn  the  passing  of  Judge  Kent  one  of 
the  best  friends  they  have  ever  had. 

He  took  a  long  range  view  of  the 
1  Lord's  work.  Therefore,  he  saw  fit  to 
n  invest  his  means  to  young  men  and 
'*  young  women  whose  lives  had  been  dedl- 
n  cated  to  the  service  of  the  Lord.  They 
are  scattered  throughout  the  Southland 
d  and  the  influence  of  this  man  In  their 

d  lives  will  continue  to  go  on  and  on  until

He  died  sweetly  as  any  man  could 
have.  Those  who  were  to  the  room  were 
,u  scarcely  conscious  of  his  passing.  Truly 
he  went  to  sleep.  It  Is  the  belief  and

rr  his  labors  here  to  his  reward  over  there, 
fe  Surely,  upon  his  arrival  the  Lord  must 
as  have  said.  “Well  done,  thou  good  and 
es  faithful  servant,  thou  hast  been  faithful 
over  a  few  things.
